beneath the epecions appearance of goodness.
Deeds of benevolence, acts of virtus or words
of truth must spring from vicious motives and
be intended to promote selflsh and evil ends;
therefore, it behooves the press to reveal such
sinful canses and wicked aims, and unveil
them in all their Lideons depravity to a public
whioh might otherwise be deladad into the
belief that virtue was still probable or benavo-
enoe possible.

Dr. Pusey, in a sermon upon Ash Wadnes-
day, added his additional weight to the already
turning scale by painting the present as io-
deed “‘a generation of vipers," and strength-
ening his denuncistion by showing that the
Pharises, held np by the Scriptures as worthy
of all execration, was Immenasurably suparior
in virtue to the average citizen of the present
day, insomuch that if he did blow his tram.
pet he did also give alwms, and if e made
broad his philacteries he did not forget his
prayera,

But it is upon muoh saflering womankind
that the vials of wrath are poured without
stint, The fair, modest, true-hearted English
Inssle, g0 lovingly described in story and sung
in song, i8, according to these anthorities, eu-
tirely extinot, and her place has besn snpplied
by a damsel “lond and fast,”” who *“talks
horse," is knowing on the subjact of the racss,
dresses in an exaggeration of fashions whioh
are themselves immodest, neglects all the
home duaties in order to “have a good timnes,"
and is generally lax npon the old established
dootrines of social lifs,

In all the eloquence lavished in this ace tacy
of sell-depreciation there iz a totnl want of
that simplicity which marks profound contri-
tion, and the luxnriancs of the siyle of the
confeasion is in itself Llmost suflicient Lo prove
the truth of the grievous depravity so vehe.
mently insisted upon. 1f the pressis so bad
and glories in boasting of it; If it delights in
painting gin and sinoers, and absolutely gloats
over crime; certainly that “great mora! agsut”
has come to a pretty bad pass, Sodom was not
overwhelmed until its one snrviviag righteons
man had left it, and we may draw comfor!

Reronrs from the coul regions show that the
laborers are epgaging in an extended and
ecombiped “strike.'” The canse of this move-
ment ‘s found in the fact that the operators
refuseé to“consent to the eight-hour law. In
other words, the employers decline to raise
the wages of the employsed twenty per cent.,
for this i=s abont what the eight-hour law
amouuts to. They are willing to let the men
work eight or six hours if tley only take pay
for thie work done, but they ars not willing to
pay ten hours' wages for eizht hours’ work.
For this the men quit their service. Of this
they are of course to be the judges. If ft
suits & man to decline to work for less than
ten hours & day, we kuoow of no law which
can compel him not to do so, unless he be-
come & pauper and to live at the
public expense. The miuers can refuss if they
see fit. Dot they have done more than this,
They not ouly refuse, but they go in armed
hodies to compel their fullows who are willing
to work to cease also. They taks a mob with
them avd drive off indastrions hands. They
asgume, not only to act for themselves, bat to
coerce otkers into acting as they pee fit. la
doing this they go beyond all show of right.
They violate the privileges of others, and
make themselves liable to the law., It
is  time, we think, that some active
teps be taken to prevent the continuance of
these arbitrary messures. We disapprove of
the great mistakes made by trades-unions, but
we moat heartily condemn the arbitrary con-
duct of these rioters, Tue Pottsville and
Lehigh districts are conlinually subjected to
these excitements, and it seems about tims
that the thiog should ba stopped by an exam-
ple being made, The Governor is at Potts-

ville, and, if neoessary, we hopa he will call
out the militia to protect the rights of person
aud property.
